in  the  spirit  of  Him  who  lived  His  faith  In  the  mlty  of  all  men  with  one  another 
and  v/lth  God,  we  greet  you.  ■ 


Epistles  from  many  meetings,  together  with  the  more  Immediate  hope  of  reunion 
with  our  friends  In  Germany  and  Japan,  have  brought  us  very  close  to  all  of  you.  The 
union  of  Friends*  lieetings  In  New  England  and  Canada  heartens  us  because  we  feel  that 
these  steps  symbolize  and,  aid  the  growing  awareness  of  our  basic  unity  within  the 
Society  of  Friends. 


We  have  been  heartened  and  relieved  by  the  cessatlcn  of  hostilities  which  occurred 
even  as  v/e  gathered  together;  but  are  deeply  concerned  by  the  dangers  of  any  total 
military  victory,  and  we  pray  that  our  leaders  may  be  given  a spirit  of  humility  and 
Divine  love. 


0i  ten  we  have  directed  our  attention  too  exclusively  to  what  we  do,  and  not  enough 
to  what  we  are.  A deeper  and  more  persistent  awareness  of  tte  presence  of  God  must  be 
found,  through  faithful  religious  life.  From  such  an  awareness  we  shall  grow  to  feel 
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unity  so  real  that  any  Mnd  of  racial  or  national  dlscr.talnatlon  becomes  Impos- 
. -Je  earnestly  hope  that  our  government  may  vigorously  oppose  any  form  of  en- 
d labor  j.n  defeat-ed  states.  Indeed  v/e  feel  that  any  punitive  measures  are  based 
premise  which  denies  human  unity  and  overlooks  our  wn  deep  guilt. 


Friends  here  have  been  called  to  awareness  of  sin  not  only  In  our  own  nation  but 
also  in  our  own  Society.  have  too  seldom  done  what  we  might  do  to  eradicate  racial 
discrimination  and  to  build  ou’:'  own  Society  Into  an  Inter-raclai  community.  We  have 
too  seldom  taken  time  to  understand  the  ways  In  which  war  and  Injustice  find  their 
roots  in  the  fabric  of  our  whole  social  and  economic  order. 

Many  of  us  learned  of  the  cessation  of  war  with  Japan  on  the  way  to  this  annual 
meeting.  The  stopping  of  war's  most  murderous  phase  has  given  relief  from  anxiety  and 
caused  great  freshening  of  the  sp.lrlt,  yet  the  tone  of  our  sessions  has  not  been  a 
jubilant  one. 


Your  letters  and  epistles  have  brought  you  close  to  us  and  made  us  aware  of  the 
larger  comitunlty  to  v/hlch  we  Intimately  belong.  And  this  has  been  accompanied  by  the 
realization  of  how  intimately  v;e  are  Involved  in  the  world's  suffering  and  sorrow.

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EDITORIAL 


tills  Issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  begins  a new 
year  under  a new  committee.  We  have  tried  to  think:  how  we  can  expand  the  service  of 
the  Bulletin  as  suggested  in  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting.  In  our  Society  we 
attempt  to  organize  our  activities  around  the  basic  assumption  -that  everyone  Is  re- 
sponsible. Just  as  the  richness  of  the  Meeting  for  Worship  and  the  fruitfulness  of 
the  life  In  our  meetings  Is  dependent  on  the  consecrated  effort  of  each  member,  so  the 
usefulness  of  the  Bulletin  as  a means  of  enriching  the  shared  life  of  our  assoclatlon 
Is  dependent  on  the  participation  of  each  of  Its  readers. 

In  the  expectation  of  this  participation,  the  committee  Is  planning  to  send  out 
a Bulletin  once  a month.  We  will  use  cheaper  methods  of  printing,  but  even  then  the 
expenses  will  be  greater  than  with  the  previous  four  Issues.  We  are  not  yet  prepared 
to  charge  a regular  subscription  rate  and  will  therefore  continue  to  operate  on  con- 
tributions made  to  the  association.  If  you  feel  this  Is  worthwhile,  the  treasurer  Is 
Florence  Conard,  1810  Bonita  Street,  Berkeley,  California. 

More  Important  than  money,  important  as  that  Is,  Is  your  contribution  of  material 
to  put  In  the  Bulletin.  A calendar  of  coming  events- will  be  possible  with  more  reg- 
ular publication.  Vital  statistics  are  of  significance  and  should  be  shared  with 
Friends:  births,  deaths,  marriages,  changes  of  occupation  or  address.  ”ev/s  Items  of 

all  kinds  help  to  keep  lively  oijr  Interest  In  one  another. 

The  most  Important  use  of  the  Bulletin  is  as  a means  of  sharing  Insights  and  con- 
cerFiS  and  of  talking  over  mutual  problems.  Has  some  fresh  view  of  Truth  come  to  you 
in  your  meditation  or  In  Meeting  for  Worship?  Are  you  having  experiences  or  difficul- 
ties with  some  social  slt?aatlon  that  could  be  shared?  All  of  us  are  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  helping  returning  Japanese-Amer leans.  There  Is  a campaign  for  more 
restrictions  going  on  In  Southern  California.  Permanent  peacetime  conscription  faces 
us.  Is  there  some  Issue  that  you  feel  Friends  should  be  attacking  more  vigorously? 
Use  the  Bulletin  to  bring  these  things  before  Friends. 

We  would  like  to  have  Friends  express  themselves  on  tvio  Items  that  appear  In  the 
minutes  of  the  annual  meeting: 

In  years  past  we  have  met  for  Pacific  Coast  Conference  without  agenda  or  program. 
Each  person  has  brought  his  experience,  Ilfs  and  concern.  We  have  reported  orlefly  to 
one  another,  and  In  the  worship  together  an  agenda  has  developed.  Suggestion  has  been 
mad':'  that  In  the  Interest  of  efficiency,  a program  be  prepared  for  the  next  annual 
meeting.  Should  our  meeting  be  pregrammea  or  remain  unprogrammed? 


The  need  for  some  type  of  association  of  the  various  groups  of  Friends  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  who  meet  on  the  basis  of  silence,  or  better,  on  the  basis  of  direct 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  was  discussed  at  the  annual  meeting.  A committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Robert  Dann  was  continued  to  serve  as  a clearing  house  for  Ideas. 
Some  feel  the  present  arrangement  Is  adequate;  some  urge  a traditional  Yearly  Meeting; 
some  believe  that  an  association  or  Yearly  Meeting  should  gro’w  to  meet'  needs  and  not 
to  fit  a pattern.  How  do  you  feel  that  our  meetings  can  best  serve  and  strengthen 
one  another? 

We  all  recognize  the  need  for  closer  fellowship  among  Friends  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  To  make  this  a reality,  you  have  a responsibility  to  participate  In  the  raeet- 
Ings  of  the  Association  and  In  its  Bulletin. 

EPISTLE  OF  PACIFIC  COAST  ASSOCIATION  OF  FRIENDS  --  1945  (CONCLUDED) 

We  have  discussed  with  contrite  hearts  our  failures  In  Identifying  ourselves  with 
the  problems  of  displaced  men  and  women  In  C.P. S.,  In  the  armed  services,  In  prison, 
or  In  the  midst  of  relocation. 

Throughout  our  meetings  vie  have  felt  with  the  urgency  of  these  post-war  demands, 
a new  power.  Mev;  meetings  have  sent  new  members  and  In  the  spirit  of  these  we  have 
felt  a promise  and  seen  a symbol  of  the  strength  v/hlch  will  come  v/lth  such  new  life. 

On  this  West  Coast  vie  have  felt  ourselves  to  be  at  a growing  edge,  looking  lov- 
ingly at  the  whole  Pacific  Rim,  wishing  It  were  as  near  In  contact  and  spirit  as  our 
own  coast. 

We  have  felt  In  the  personalities  here  a vitality  of  commitment  and  ability,  and 
as  deep  calls  to  deep  we  look  for  this  spirit  to  extend  everyiAihere. 

We  have  felt  a new  opportunity  and  awakening  In  Friends'  education  as  vie  hear  of 
the  cradle-to-grave  experiment  of  Pacific  Ackworth  Friends'  School  and  now  the  nevi 
Friends'  nursery  school  and  adult  education  center  at  Pacific  Oaks,  both  In  Pasadena. 
We  have  looked  at  our  Meetings  for  Worship  and  Meetings  for  Discipline,  knowing  again 
that  this  Is  the  source  and  the  expression  of  the  peculiar  strength  which  Is  ours  as  a 
religious  Society  of  Friends. 

We  have  read  your  letters  and  epistles  and  now  have  written  to  you  In  the  spirit 
of  this  annual  association.  Our  need  for  one  another  Is  Immeasurable,  jfor  it  Is  our 
hunger  for  the  love  of  God  through  one  another.

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PACIFIC  COAST  CONFERENCE 
Eighth  Month  17th  - 19th,  1945 

Friends  gathered  at  Quaker  Cove  In  August  during  the  first  days  follov/lng  the 
cessation  of  America's  armed  hostilities.  Many  Friends  had  learned  the  news  while  en 
route.  So  it  v/as  most  appropriate  that  the  site  for  our  deliberations  should  be  the 
peSKeful  and  natural  setting  beside  the  blue  Puget  Sound,  where  the  crisp  scent  of  the 
Washington  woods  mingled  with  the  salt  air.  one  afternoon  Esther  Rhoads  was  quietly 
describing  to  Mtle  Voorhees  the  surrounding  terrain,  and  she  painted  with  words  the 
great  trees,  the  clear  water  and  graceful  shore  line,  the  soaring  birds,  until  Katie, 
who  Is  blind,  ‘could  feel  from  v/here  the  words  came',  for  she  said  "It's  so  beautiful 
— so  beautiful."  It  was  a kind  of  key-note  for  the  meetings.  Conscious  of  a dark- 
world  where  our  vision  Is  too  limited,  we  found  our  days  together  an  occasion  to  lis- 
ten carefully  and  watch  Intently  for  the  Illumination  by  which  we  know  of  this  world's 
tnae  beauty. 

MINUTES 

SIXTH  DAY  EVENING,  8/17:  The  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association 
of  Friends  hsld  at  Quaker  Cove,  Washington,  opened  with  a period  of  worship  when  the 
group  was  drawn  into  a sense  of  the  Divine  presence  as  the  source  and  center  of  our 
lives. 

Informal  Introductions  showed  that  the  following  Friends'  Meetings  were  repre- 
sented: California:  Pasadena  (both  Villa  and  Orange  Grove),  Riverside,  Claremont, 
Whittier,  Tracy,  Berkeley  (Vine  street),  and  San  Francisco.  Oregon:  Corvallis, 
Eugene,  Salem  and  Elkton.  V&shlngton:  Seattle  and  University,  with  Friends  from 
Yakima  and  Bellingham. 

Wlllym  Jenkins  of  England  and  the  China  F.A.U.  brought  greet Lngs  from  Australia 
and  New  Zealand.  Robert  Leach  presented  a minute  from  providence  Meeting,  perjisylva- 
nla. 

A letter  from  Phillip  and  Marguerite  V/ells  expressing  their  deep  concern  for 
these  sessions  was  also  read  with  appreciation. 

A ccmraltt-ee  consisting  of  Edwin  Sanders,  Russell  Curtis,  Florence  Conard  and 
Freda  Ilsley  was  appointed  to  write  an  epistle  embodying  the  concern  of  this  session, 
to  be  sent  to  Friends'  Yearly  Meetings  throughout  the  world.  A further  committee  to 
answer  special  letters  which  have  come  was  appointed  as  follows:  Eubanks  Carsner, 
Harriet  Gyps on,  Hannah  Ersklne. 

A nominating  committee  was  appointed:  William  James,  Eubanks  Carsner,  Benjamin 
Darling,  Lyra  Dann. 
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Robert  Dann  gave  a helpful  statement  of  the  origin  and  purpose  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Association  erf  Friends,  pointing  out  that  It  had  come  Into  being  to  meet  the 
need  of  fellowship  of  scattered  groups  of  Friends  which  are  affiliated  with  a number 
of  different  Yearly  Meetings  or  with  the  Wider  Quaker  Fellowship. 

SEVENTH  DAY  MORNING,  8/18:  Florence  Conard  presented  an  excellent  summary  of  the 

epistles  received  from  thirty-six  Yearly  Meetings.  She  read  Impressive  extracts 
Illustrating  the  main  emphases  which  she  summarized  under  four  heads:  1.  A growing 
feeling  of  unity  among  all  Friends;  2.  Consciousness  of  our  share  In  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  suffering  of  the  world;  3.  A deep  concern  for  the  growing  discrimina- 
tion against  races  and  nationalities;  and  4.  A deep  concern  llkev/lse  for  the  In- 
creasing domjlnatlon  of  Christian  and  democratic  Ideals  by  millltarlsm  and  state-lsm. 

Robert  Blood  spoke  of  attending  New  England  Yearly  Meeting  at  the  time  of  the 
unification  of  the  three  branches  of  Friends,  an  achievement  In  which  we  all  rejoice. 

Wlllymi  Jenkins  told  of  his  envlgoratlng  visits  to  Friends  In  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  mentioning  particularly  the  great  distances  In  Australia  and  telling  of  the 
building  of  apartm,ents  on  meeting  property,  where  distant  families  may  spend  week-ends 
In  fellov/shlp  with  ta^.’n  members.  He  spoke  also  of  the  small  but  active  groups  In  New 
Zealand  v;horc  there  are  no  paid  workers  and  alm.ost  every  member  Is  doing  some  type  of 
social  work.  These  Friends  are  peculiarly  remote  and  the  resulting  objectivity  has 
made  It  possible  for  them  to  contribute  to  the  policy  formation  of  U. W.R.R. A.  In  an 
unusuel  v/ay. 

Robert  Dann  reported  that  with  the  cessation  of  hostilities  he  has  been  able  to 
mall  the  epistles  to  all  occupied  countries  except  Japan,  China,  Germany  and  Czecho- 
Slavakla.

Joseph  Conard  gave  a brief  summary  of  a report  received  from  the  American  Friends’ 
Service  Committee.  The  meeting  was  especially  impressed  with  the  responsibility  of 
Friends  to  meat  not  only  the  physical  but  also  the  spiritual  needs  of  displaced  peo- 
ples. particular  concern  v;as  expressed  for  conscientious  objectors  and.  ser/lce  men 
whose  lives  have  been  so  seriously  affected  by  the  war  and  who  v/111  be  returning  to 
our  communities,  perhaps  to  find  us  complac‘"-’nt  and  unaffected  by  the  war.  Along  with 
the  need  for  homes  and  Jobs  Is  the  longing  for  spiritual  fellowship,  a longing  which 
. we,  too,  experience.  We  are  all  hungering,  and  thirsting  together.  It  Is  In  this 
spirit  of  urgency  that  we  must  go  forward  In  deepening  our  spiritual  life. 

It  was  felt  that  special  covering  letters  should  be  sent  to  Germany  and  Japan. 
Robert  Blood  and  Freda  Ilsley  were  asked  to  prepare  the  letter  for  Germany  and  Floyd 
Schmoe  and  Robert  Dann  the  one  for  Japan. 

Robert  Dann  and  William  James  were  asked  to  write  a letter  to  Tracy  expressing 
our  Joy  In  having  Katie  Voorhees  with  us  and  our  deep  Interest  In  their  group.  John 
Way  and  Joseph  Conard  were  asked  to  write,  to  the  u'-w  meeting  at  Flktcn. 
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Rot»ert  Dann  reported  for  the  committee  appointed  In  1944  to  consider  the  estao- 
llshment  of  a Yea-^ly  Meeting,  that  much  Interest  In  the  plan  was  shovfli  hy  sore  of  the 
newer,  unaf  filiated  meetings,  but  that  some  of  the  older  mjeetlngs  affiliated  with  other 
Yearly  Meetings  had  not  yet  Indicated  the-  same  concern.  The  committee  suggested  to 
meetings  In  certain  areas  that  they  might  proceed  with  some  organization  such  as  a 
Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  feell-ng  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  v/as  that  greater  strength  would  come 
from  a Yearly  Meeting  for  all  unprogramraed  meetings  on  the  V.'est  Coast.  The  committee 
was  continued.  Individuals  were  encouraged  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
their  meetings. 

SEVENTH  DAY  AFTERNO&f ,8/18:  A concern  of  Rega  Engelsberg  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting 

presented,  urging  that  Friends  actively  oppose  the  use  of  defeatea  peoples  In  forced 
labor.  After  considerable  discussion  It  v;as  decided  to  ask  Martha  P.  Langston,  Mary 
Pollard  and  Eubanks  Carsner  to  write  a letter  to  the  State  Eepartment  and  one  to  Pa.y- 
raond  Wilson  of  the  Friends'  Coimittee  on  Legislation,  enclosing  a copy  of  tife  letter 
to  the  State  Department. 

Eubanks  Carsner  gave  a brief  report  on  the  work  of  the  Friends'  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  urged  that  we  should  keep  In  touch  with  Its  work.  We  can  assist  by 
letting  them  fmow  of  letters  we  write  to  Governrrsnt  officials  and  of  the  replies  we 
receive.  It  v;as  decided  to  continue 'the  annual  contribution  of  $10-00. 

The  Bulletin  Committee's  report  v;as  given  orally  by  Edwin  Sanders.  He  pointed 
out  that  we  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends  are  growing  into  a sense  of 
being  a part  of  a world  group.  Friends  of  the  Association  are  moving  Into  a new  era 
of  activity  v/lth  experimentation  in  education  and  new  projects  In  race  relations  and 
peace  education.

The  nev;  Bulletin  Committee  was  asked  to  consider  Itself  a planning  committee 
Investigating  the  possibility  of  expand Ir^g  the  service  of  the  Bulletin  and  discovering 
ways  of  obtaining  support.  It  was  further,  felt  that  representatives  In  areas  where 
the  paper  Is  not  published  should  feel  themselves  responsible  for  stimulating  contri- 
butions of  articles  and  financial  support,  and  of  revising  rralling  lists. 

SEVEPH'H  DAY  EVENING,  8/18:  Wlllym  Jenkins  gave  a vivid  account  of  the  China  In  vhlch 
the  Friends'  Ambulance  unit  has  functioned:  Its  vastness;  the  great  gap  between  the 
privileged  and  those  with  almost  no  opportunities;  political  fact  Ions;  and  attitudes 
toward  various  occidental  groups,  he  spoke  especially  of  the  opportunities  for  In- 
fluence presented  by  the  ra.pldly  changing  scene.  The  vastly  increased  potential  cre- 
ated by  the  great  intellectual  .lurrip  forward  must  be  met  by  a like  spiritual  leap.  He 
Is  deeply  concerned  that  Friends  In  both  Inlla  and  China  meet  the  challenge  presented 
by  the  peculiar  position  prepared  for  them  by  the  work  and  presence  of  the  F.A. U. 

Floyd  Schmoe  reported  for  the  committee. on  the  Pacific  Rim  Conference  that  the 
concern  for  visitation  to  and  from  the  Orient  and  especially  Japan  wa.s  still  very  much 
alive,  as  was  al.so  Interest  In  the  Pacific  Rim  Ccnferenc-e.  The  clerk  was  directed  to 
write  to  the  pacific  Section  of  the  Friends'  World  Committee  on  Consultation,  expres- 
sing this  concern  and  our  feeling  of  urgency.. 

FIRST  DAY  rJORNIPJG,  8/19:  Before  the  meeting  for  worship,  an  hour  and  a half  v;as  spent 
sharing  our  Ideals,  our  hopes  and  our  experiences  In  Quaker  education.  We  learned 
with  deep  Interest  of  Pacific  Acto/orth  and  Pacific  oaks,  and  of  the  dreams  for  further 
use  of  Quaker  Cove  which  has  already  been  used  so  effectively  for  the  Inter-raclal 
Children's  Cam.p  and  other  groups.  The  desire  vms  expressed  for  Intellectual  and 
spiritual  Integrity,  for  a program  reaching  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave,  an  exper- 
ience centering  In  the  whole  family  group.  So  much  Interest  was  manifest  that  It  was 
hoped  a conference  on  this  subject  m.lght  be  held  next  year  In  conjunction  with  pacific 
Coast  Association  meetings. 

From  11:00  a.m.  for  a little  over  an  hour,  th^^  grout  euvered  Into  a perir-d  oI 
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v/orshlp,  when  again  the  sense  of  the  Divine  Presence  seeineh  very  real  and  experience 
of  worship  brought  us  fresh  strength. 


FIRST  DAY  AFTERNOON,  8/19:  At  the  last  session  the  epistle  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Asso- 

ciation was  approved  as  were  also  the  special  letters  prepared  as  directed. 


The  meeting  expressed  Its  appreciation  to  Seattle  Friends  for  all  they  had  dorr, 
to  irake  the  conference  possible.

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SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  FRIENDS’  FELLOWSHIP 


On  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening,  September  g£,  the  Southern  California  Friends*

A NEW  FRIENDS'  EDUCATIONAL  CENTER 

Pacific  Oaks  is  an  idea.  Over  a period  of  years,  a group  of  concerned  Friends 
with  a TtBjor  Interest  in  education  have  been  experiencing,  dreaning,  worshipping  and 
talking  together  about  a hoped-for  place  where  they  might  set  in  motion  a type  of 
Friends  Center  and  community  education  program.  Many  and  varied  have  been  the  trips, 
the  family  visits  and  conferences,  the  pooling  of  interests  and  resources  which  have 
led  to  714  West  California  Street  as  a place  where  part  of  the  dream,  might  be  brought 
to  life.  Pacific  Ackworth,  a Friends  Elementary  School,  located  in  Temple  City,  near 
Pasadena,  was  the  first  unit  in  the  plan  of  the  group  and  was  established  more  than 
three  years  ago. 

Pacific  Oaks  is  a reality.  Gur  location  Is  gracious  and  beautiful.  With  the 
purchase  of  the  property  (which  forrorly  housed  the  early  childhood  unit  of  the  School 
of  Education  of  Whittier  College),  we  acquired  its  valued  tradition.  The  former 
school,  Broadoaks,  was  respected  In  this  community  and  its  work  was  recognized  as  a 
contribution  to  the  common  life.  We  have  found  many  persons  here  greatly  interested 
in  the  kind  of  school  vas  have  in  mind.  As  word  has  spread  regarding  our  alms  and 
ideas,  'we  have  been  welcomed  and  assisted  by  many  persons  who  have  long  been  interes- 
ted in  the  quality  of  life  v/e  hope  to  nurture  and  develop. 

The  life  at  Pacific  Oaks  has  grovmi  and  will  grow  out  of  the  meeting  for  worship 
of  the  sponsoring  group,  as  well  as  the  vjorship  and  concern  of  all  Interested  persons. 
From  this  core  of  aspiration  and  dedication,  the  work  of  staff  and  committees  stems. 
It  is  the  rarnest  hope  of  all  concerned  that  a background  of  uncers tanning  and  a depth 
of  purpose,  based  upon  Friends  principles,  can  be  developed,  so  that  all  v;ho  come  to 
Pacific  Oaks  can  feel  and  sense  this  ongoing ■ quality  of  life  in  its  program. 

The  program,  place  and  people.  From  the  beginning,  the  program,  the  place,  and 
the  people  have  been  Intimately  related.  The  place — five  city  lots,  gardens,  trees 
and  playgrounds,  two  spacious  houses,  nursery  school  and  student  roomiS  and  offices, 
a.  library,  garage  and  carpenters  quarters — suggested  specific  persons  who  should  be 
put  to  work.  The  Morgenroths  agreed  to  com.e,  "Morgen”  as  director  of  the  Center, 
Molly  as  head  of  the  Nursery  School.  .Helen  Perkins  stopped  in  ClUcagc  at  the  Korgen- 
roth's  on  her  way  west,  and  after  hearing  of  Pacific  Oaks,  cam,e  with  Molly  and  the  two 
children  to  open  the  office  at  the  school.  As  preliminary  plans  and  efforts  took 
form,  other  concerned  .persons  have  appeared  to  supplement  and  erJiance  original  efforts 
The  California  Street  house  no\\'  numbers  fourteen,  ten  staff  people  and  their  four 
children.  Five  assistant  te.achers,  school  rr'.rse,  doctor,  and  medical  advisor  to  the 
nursery  school  live  elsewhere  in  *:he

The  Nursery  School  opened  October  1st.  Sixty  children,  a two  year  old  group,  a 
three  and  a four  year  old  group.  Their  parents  and  nine  teachers  are  working  together 
to  build  a home-school  community  based  upon  brotherhood.  The  group  Is  heterogeneous 
In  religious  and  economic  backgroiind,  though  homogeneous  to  a considerable  degree  from 
a cultural  standpoint.  All  of  Pasadena's  minority  groups  are  represented  In.  the 
school.  The  committee  on  Adult  Education  Is  vitally  concerned  as  to  how  vje  can  pre- 
sent Friends'  principles  and  have  them  filter  through  the  entire  v/ork  of  the  Nursery 
School. 

Levilse  Langston,  well  known  throughout  C.P.S. , Is  the  hostell  at 'La  Loma  House 
(a  hostel  In  transition)  which  Is  an  Integral  part  of  Pacific  Oaks.  It  Is  expected 
that  the  talents  and  Interests  of  the  men  dra’An.  to  La  Loma  House  will  greatly  enrich 
our  entire  program.  As  demobilisation  platiS  progress,  the  nature  of  the  activities 
centered  at  the  House  will  shift  and  change  with  the  needs  of  the  men.  The  sponsoring 
committee  plans  include  the  gradual  development  of  a resident  adult  educational  center 
at  La  Loma  House.  We  hope  to  reach'  out  to  groups  In  the  community  In  the  fields  of 
religion  and  philosophy,  the  arts,  social  vjork  and  education,  labor  and  management, 
Co-'ops,  and  community  organization,  and  encourage  them  to  use  our  facilities  here  as 
need  arises. 

It  Is  hoped  that  our  library  shelves,  now  largely  empty,  can  soon  be  filled  v/lth 
a truly  excellent  collection  of  books  related  to  Friends  Interests  and  purposes,  and 
to  the  specific  alms  of  Pacific  Oaks.  The  library  committee  ' Is  at  v^ork  and  shortly 
’Will  have  Information  regarding  Its  plans  and  needs  to  send  to  Interested  persons. 

Pacific  Oaks  should  be,  a center  for  Friends  in  Southern  California.  It  Is  hoped 
that  here  members  of  the  Society  from  other  parts  of  our  country  can  come  to  visit  and 
to  share  their  concerns  and  skills.  Over  a period  of  years,  short  term  seminars,  re- 
treats and  discussion  groups  should  center  around  the  visits  of  leaders  v/lthln  the 
Society  In  the  United  States  and  from  abroad.  Through  these  channels  we  hope  to  loin 
with  like  minded  persons  In  cur  Immediate  community  and  In  other  parts  of  the  v/orld.

The  school  building  used  for  the  past  three  years  'was  needed  by 
Japanese -Americans  for  a hostel,  so  classes  are  being  held  In  the  Well's  back  yard 
and  on  the  "farm"  In  Temple  City.  The  youngest  group  uses  the  Way's  large  front  ’r'oom. 
Accommodations  are  not  permanent  but  provide  enough  room  and  equipment  for  a very 
exciting  school. 

Richard  Flagg  of  Glendora  C.P.S. , and  Marjorie  Wjcnan  of  the  Tucson  Meeting  were 
married  In  a Meeting  for  Worship  under  the  care  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting  on  Friday 
e'''ning,  September  14,  1945. 
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Both  the  Evergreen  and  the  Pasadena  hostels  for  retijrnlng,  Japanese -Americans  are 
constantly  crowded.  Staff  services  are  extending;  there  are  three  new  workers  at 
Evergreen  Hostel  aiding  In  employment  counselling  and  placement. 

A valuable  contribution  to  the  a. F.  S. C.  »s  year-round  program  of  education  In 
International  understanding  Is  being  made  by  Rhys  J.  Davies,  Labor  Member  of  Parlla- 
ment,  who  has  been  brought  to  this  country  under  the  auspices  of  the  Service  Commit- 
tee to  Interpret  political  and  social  changes  In  Great  Britain.  Talks  at  Los  Angeles,

EDUCATIONAL  CONFERENCE  IN  AUGUST  1946

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BOOK  OF  THE  MONTH 


ONE  NATION  — by  Wallace  Stegner  and  the  Editors  of  LOOK  magazine. 

Houghton  Mifflin,  1945 

"my  this  book  serve  to  bring  again  to  the  attention  of  all  farsighted  Americans 
the  sacred  dignity  of  the  human  being  regardless  of  class  or  race  or  place  of  birth." 
This  Is  the  closing  statement  of  the  foreward  to  "One  Nation",  ’written  by  Harlan 
Logan,  editor  of  LOOK  magazine.  He  says  forther  that  the  book  was  compiled  because 
of  his  magazine's  realization  of,  and  concern  for,  a rising  tide  of  Intolerance  and 
prejudice  toward  minority  peoples  In  America.  If  It  does  not  achieve  Its  stated  pur- 
pose, the  fault  will  lie  not  In  the  eyes  of  Its  readers,  but  In  their  hearts. 

For  with  Its  lucid  text  by  Wallace  Stegner,  and  Its  hundreds  of  excellent  photo- 
graphs, It  presents  a panorama  of  our  country's  social  problems  that  strikes  even  the 
most  casual  reader.  It  deals  with  our  leading  minority  peoples  — Filipinos,  Jews, 
Japanese,  Catholics,  Chinese,  Mexicans,  Indians,  the  Hlspanos  of  New  Mexico,  and 
Negroes. 

Narrative  and  pictures  combine  In  a frank  presentation  of  the  many  economic  pres- 
sures and  social  discriminations  which  United  States  laws,  customs  and  taboos  bring  to 

bear  upon  40  million  defenseless  people  who  together  make  up  almost  1/3  of  the 
nation's  population.  "The  tone  of  the  book,"  to  quote  Mr,  Logan  again,  "Is  neither 

reactionary  nor  radical;  the  editorial  point  of  view  Is  forthright,  fact-finding, 
liberal."  To  this  description  should  be  added  the  statement  that  we  are  unable  to 
detect  one  condescending  note  In  the  entire  volume  — a worth.y  editorial  accomplish- 
ment in  Itself. 

This  Is  a book  that  should  be  of  great  help  to  Friends  who  are  actively  engaged 
In  dealing  with  racial  and  cultural  tensions.  But  It  Is  more  than  a compendium  for 
reformers;  It  Is  an  exciting  human  sort  of  visual  education  that  Friends  can  live  with 
and  their  children  can  grow  Into. 
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
